Legislative package would open up 
state government to public scrutiny 


A legislative package designed to 
open state government to public 
scrutiny has been introduced by 
State Rep. Robert C. Law (R-36th 
District). 

Thetwobillsanda resolution for a 
constitutional amendment would 
require more public accountability 
by government and would offset 
growing criticism of the legislature, 
Law said. 

“We owe the public the best job 
and most open government we can 
provide,** Law said. “I think this 
package will go a long way in 
routing out inequities and any illicit 


activities that may go on in 
government, as well as controlling 
the size of bureacracy. " 

The constitutional amendment, 
which must be approved by the 
legislature and by a vote of the 
people, would increase the scope of 
the office of auditor general. It 
would be similar to the federal 
General Accounting Office. 

“TTiis office would be responsible 
for investigating the efficiency of 
state departments and would look 
for any questionable and illegal 
activities that relate to state funds,” 
Law said. 



The two bills would deal directly 
with the number of public employees 
and their salaries and fringe 
benefits. 

One bill (HB 6326) would prohibit 
the bureaucracy to grow at a greater 
rate than the percentage of 
population growth in the state. 

‘“niiswould automatically control 
the size of the bureaucracy. If, for 
some reason, the Department of 
Management and Budget deter- 
mined that the total number of state 
employees increased at a greater 
percentage rate than the population, 
the number of state employees 
would be reduced by attrition until 
the requirements specified in the bill 
are met,” Law explained 
The second bill (HB 6325) would 


open to public scrutiny all state 
employees’ wages and fringe 
benefits so the people can know not 
only how many people are employed 
by the state, but exactly how much 
they are paid and why. 

“I think if we can accomplish the 
goals of containing bureaucratic 
growth and eliminating illegal and 
questionable activities, then we will 
have taken a major step in providing 
good government in the future,” 
Law said.

Stars stage show 
in sky during May 


Summer constellations and “a 
parade of planets across the sky*’ 
are among the astronomical 
highlights of May, according to 
University of Michigan astronomer 
Hazel M. Losh. 

“May features Venus passing 
Jupiter, both bright objects,” she 
noted. ‘‘At the beginning of the 
month, Jupiter is located about 26 
degrees above and to the left of 
Venus. As the month progresses, 
Venus will approach closer and 
closer to Jupiter until the 28th when 
their distance apart is less than 2 


‘In a similar fashion, Mars will be 
approaching Saturn, situated near 
Regulus in Leo. At the beginning of 
May, Mars and Saturn are well up in 
the southwest at dusk, 21 degrees 
apart, both west of Regulus. By the 
end of the month, Mars catches up 
with Saturn, less than 2 degrees 
apart. 

“An interesting observation on the 
23rd: The following pairs are 5 
degrees apart— Venus and Jupiter; 


Mars and Saturn; and Saturn and 
the bright star, Regulus.” 

Among the constellations a special 
group to watch is Scorpius, visible 
during the summer evenings in the 
southern sky. 

“Made up of many bright stars, it 
curves up to the left like a giant fish 
hook, and very much resembles the 
creature that it is supposed to 
represent,” Prof. Losh said. “This 
group is said to depict the famous 
Scorpion which sprang out of the 
ea rth and stung Or icn from which he 
is said to have died. 

“TTie star pictures of Orion and 
Scorpius are so placed that as 
Scorpius rises in the east, Orion, as 
if in fear, disappears from view in 
the west.” 

Another constellation, Lyra, rises 
in the far northeast This group 
takes the form of an equilateral 
traingle with a parallelogram at- 
tached at the lower rigit comer and 
the bright star Vega at the apex.

School camp aids students' understanding 


In an effort to provide learning 
experiences in a variety of en- 
vironments, the sixth grade classes 
of four Romulus Elementary schools 
will be involved in an outdoor 
education program next week. 

Approximately 200 students from 
Cory, Halecreek, Merriman and 
Wick Elementary schools will be 
boarding the buses on Monday for 
the trip to Camp Nahelu near Or- 
tonville. They will return May 26. 

The Outdoor Education Program 
is designed to promote a better 
understanding of our natural en- 
vironment, to enable each person to 
grow socially, mentally and to ex- 
perience the opportunity to be self- 
reliant. 

A basic goal of the total program 
is to acquaint the sixth graders with 


The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners, acting at the 
request by the county health 
department, has directed its 
lawyers to "take whatever legal 
action is necessary” to prevent 
construction of the proposed Yp- 
silanti sewage treatment plant due 
to a pollution warning.

Ford backs fund renewal 




Congressman William D. Ford (D-15th District) 
has co-sponsored legislation to r enew the Anti- 
Recession Revenue Sharing Program, which 
allocates federal funds to states and local com- 
munities when the national unemployment rate is 
more than six percent. 

Since the national rate is expected to fall below 
six percent this fall, this money would no longer be 
available even for states such as Michigan where 
the jobless rate is higher than the national average. 

Congressman Ford said the legislation he has 
sponsored would allow anti-recession funds to be 
distributed so long as national employment is above 
five percent. 

The program was authorized in 1976 as part of the 
Local Public Works Employment Act and entitled 
Anti-RecessionFiscal Assistance. It was designed to 
provide states and municipalities with extra money 
during economic depressions to help them maintain 
necessary public services. 

During the 1977 fiscal year, the program provided 
nearly $1,000,000 to the 21 communities in 
Congressman Ford’s 15th District. The figure will 
probably be even higher in the current fiscal year. 

“Loss of this financial aid would place a severe 
burden on many communities and might force them 
to reduce police and fire protection or other 
essential services,” Congressman Ford said. “I 

Raised beds 
aid gardening 


If your only potential 
gardening spot is poorly 
drained, or if you aren’t 
able to do the bending 
and stooping that or- 
dinary gardening 
requires, raised beds 
may be a way to gar- 
dening success. 

If you don’t have 
either of these two 
gardening problems, 
building raised beds 
may just be making 
extra work. 

Horticulture 
specialists at Michigan 
State University point 
out that improved 
drainage is the most 
common reason for 
construcing raised beds. 
Ten to 12 inches of 
porous, organic soil can 
turn a poorly drained or 
hard clay site into a 
productive garden spot. 

The convenience of 
bringing plants up 
toward the gardener 
also can be an im- 
portant factor, pointed 
out Lee Taylor, a hor- 
ticulture specialist. 
Even people in 
wheelchairs can Jor- 
dan, if beds are raised to 
18-24 inches. 

Raised beds usually 
are constructed with 
some kind of wall 
around them to hold the 
soil. Railroad ties and 
old lumber — treated 
with copper 
haphthenate to prevent 
decay — cement blocks, 
leftover patio blocks 
and a vareity of other 
•castoff or inexpensive 
materials can be used 
Because a raised bed 
tends to become a fixed 
part of the landscape, 
plan it into the general 
landscape scheme, 
suggests Joe Cox, 
Extension landscape 
architecture specialist.

“It can give your 
landscape a whole new 
dimension,’’ he said 
Give some thought to 
repeating materials and 
lines from the rest of the 
landscape. If your house 
has a stone wall, ise the 
same stone for the walls 
of your raised beds. If 
wood is a dominant 
theme in the home, 
carry it into the garden 
by building your 
retaining walls out of 
scrap lumber, redwood 
or railroad ties. 
Pressure -treated wood 
will last indefinitely, 
even in contact with the 
soil. 

The size of the bed 
depends on what you 
want to gow in it, 
whether you’ll be able to 
work it from all sides 
and how much work 
you’rewilling to put into 
it. 

A bed that can be 
worked from all sides 
can be up to five feet 
wide. One that is ac- 
cessible from only one 
side should be 
narrower, unless it is 
broken up with foot- 
paths. 

The depth of soil in the 
bed depends on the 
crops you want to grow 
in it. A bed for herbs or 
shallow -rooted annuals 
could be four to six 
inches deep. For shrubs 4 
or larger vegetable 
crops like tomatoes, 10- 
12 inches would be 
better. 

The shape of the bed 
depends only on your 
imagination in dealing 
with your landscape and 
gardening needs. 
Retaining walls may be 
straight, crooked or 
curved. The soil may be 
sloped or terraced, as in 
a strawberry pyramid. 

Native garden soil is 
not the best choice for a 
raised bed, Taylor 
advised. A porous soil 
made of topsoil, peat 
moss or compost, and 
sand would be a good 
combination. 

Because the soil in a 
raised bed tends to 
warm up quicker than 
the arth beneath it, 
crops may begin to yield 
sooner. Taylor 
suggested. An ad- 
vantage of raised beds 
over containers for 
gardening is that the 
beds are not as quick to 
dry out as the soil in 
containers exposed on 
all sides to drying 
summer breezes. 

All the advantages of 
raised bed gardening 
must be weighed 
against the work and 
materials involved in 
construcing them, 
Taylor pointed out. 

"Building the 
retaining walls and 
hauling the soil to fill in 
the beds can be a lot of 
work,” he said. “Unless 
raised bed gardening is 
your only option, it’s 
unnecessary labor that 
could easily be 
avoided ”

In an effort to tighten up and reform its 
business procedures and to make its 
members more accountable to the public, 
the Senate has created several new rules 
which hopefully will prevent abuses of the 
privileges of office. 

Shortly after I took the leadership post, 
it was apparent to me and a number of 
other Senators that one of our first 
priorities had to be winning greater trust 
from the public. 

Our constituents continually write about 
how they are losing confidence in the 
legislature because of the abuses they hear 
about through the news media pertaining 
to legislators who spend thousands of 
dollars on redecorating offices, postage 
and business trip6. 

So, without delay, we took steps to 
rewrite rules governing Senate procedures 
to ensure ethical conduct. 

One of the rules approved by the Senate 
requires that all requests to remodel of- 
fices and purchase equipment be reviewed 
by the Senate Business Committee, which 
is the body empowered to decide all 
matters relating to the internal operations 
of the upper chamber. 

Before that rule was adopted. Senators 
themselves could arrange for remodeling 
and equipment purchases. And, I should 
add, except for isolated incidents reported 
in the press, Senators exercised careful 
judgment in such matters. 

Another rule the Senate adopted was one 
which requires all committee chairmen to 
file reports detailing committee expenses 
each quarter. The rule states: “Such a 


report shall include the date, the payee, 
the amount of expenditure, and the pur- 
pose. The Secretary of the Senate shall 
note in the Senate Journal that such an 
expense report is on file and open for 
public inspection.” 

The intent behind the rule is to prevent 
any expenses from being padded or con- 
trived by requiring them to be documented 
in black and white. In addition, since 
committee expense reports are open to the 
public, they can be audited by anyone 
wishing to ‘‘check up” on a legislator. 

A third rule adopted requires Senators to 
itemize expenses and provide receipts 
before they can be reimbursed for 
business expenses incurred on out-of-state 
trips. The business expenses of legislators 
are paid in a manner similar to business 
executives. 

Hie rule also prohibits out-of-state 
travel by “lame duck” senators- - those 
who have been defeated m elections or who 
have decided not to seek re-election, and 
remain in office until the expiration of 
their term. In the past, some ‘‘lame duck” 
lawmakers have taken trips, sometimes to 
plush resorts, under the guise of doing 
business when actually their intention was 
to take a vacation at piiilic expense. 
Fortunately, that no longer can occur. 

There is, however, one exception to the 
rule regulating the out-of-state travel of 
“lame ducks”. If such a Senator has a 
legitimate state business to accomplish or 
a project to conclude before his term ends, 
then the Senate Business Committee can 
give special travel approval. 


Incidentally, under the Senate rules 
governing out-of-state travel, Senators 
still have to obtain the approval of com- 
mittee chairmen in order to take business 
trips and file a statement of purpose with 
theSecretary of the Senate before leaving. 
Within 30 days of returning, Senators also 
must file complete reports with the 
Secretary of the Senate. 

Believe me, we in the Senate and House 
can do infinitely more to clean up the 
Legislature to make it a more responsive, 
responsible law-making body worthy of 
the public’s trust, and we’re trying to do 
just that. 

Serious attention has been given to 
tightening up postage privileges in the 
Senatesothat incumbents are not given an 
unfair advantage over political 
challengers during election time. There is 
a fine line between the responsible 
legislator who attempts to communicate 
with constituents through mailed 
materials and the irresponsible legislator 
who only wishes to gain name recognition 
by blanketing his district with a blizzard of 
literature mailed at the public's expense. 

In addition, we’re considering 
legislation to more dosely regulate the 
activities of lobbyists. The public would be 
better protected and served with the 
enactment of legislation which guarantees 
to publicly account for their activities. 

The Senate will be meeting these and 
other challanges during the rest of this 
session with an eye toward increasing the 
public trust. 


Called the last chance for state-wide 
financial responsibility by some, and 
a misguided taxpayers revolt by 
others, the drive to amend the state’s 
Constitution with a proviso for tax 
limitation that is tied to the citizen’s 
income, is gaining widespread sup- 
port. 

Taxpayers United for Tax 
Limitation, the Southfield based 
organization behind the move to 
amend the Constitution through a 
citizens-based petition $rive, is 
compiling longer lists of supporters 
everyday. 

At the heart of the problem, and 
underlying the necessity for such an 
amendment, is the state’s bulging 
budget which has grown by more then 
235 percent as opposed to the 140 
percent increase in personal income 
during the last 10 years. Added to that 
is the fact that state income taxes 
were increasing 730 percent and local 
taxes 304 percent during the same 
period. 

According to Richard Headlee, 
chairman of Taxpayers United, “The 
people of Michigan are fed up with the 
state government’s inability to un- 
derstand that sagging economic 
growth in Michigan is directly tied to 
uncontrolled state spending and 
taxation. The tax limitation amend- 
ment to be voted on next November 
will correct that”. 

We at Associated Newspapers 
support the goal of Taxpayers United. 
We too believe that state spending is 
out of control. But we do not 
necessarily feel that Taxpayers 


United has gone far enough. 

On the local level, property owners 
are finding the everincreasing tax 
bills more and more difficult to 
handle. While there is always a 
sympathetic ear available at city hall 
that will listen to the problems facing 
overtaxed residents, that ear is 
usually unable or unwilling to effect a 
solution. 

It is time to remove the blank check 
from the state lawmakers’ pocket- 
book. The taxpayers of Michigan have 
placed their trust in Lansing to 
exercise good judgment relative to the 
expenditure of state funds. Too often 
our lawmakers have not risen to the 
challenge of providing necessary 
services within the framework of 
normal business standards. 

The plush, carpeted offices in the 
State Capitol building is testimony to 
the order of priorities that many 
lawmakers have established for 
themselves, almost to the complete 
exclusion of their constituents. 

We feel, that at the very least, the 
citizens of Michigan should be able to 
expect their elected leaders to 
represent their collective best in- 
terests. Short of the lawmakers 
resolving to correct the existing 
problems, the taxpayers must step in 
and implement at least one possible 
solution. 

It may not be the best, it may not 
even go far enough, the tax limitation 
amendment but is a beginning in the 
right direction.

The May 3rd edition of the Romulus 
Roman contained within the Reader’s 
Open Forum section a letter 
criticizing recreation conditions in 
Romulus. 

The letter was received by the 
Roman over the typewritten signature 
of Tom Zbikowski. Mr. Zbikowski 
stated following that publication that 
he was not the author of the letter. 

Within the May 10th edition of the 
Roman, we published a letter of 
clarification submitted by Mr. 
Zbikowski, which contained his denial 
of responsibility for the letter critical 
of Romulus recreation. 

Because it now appears that the first 
letter was submitted to us for a reason 
other than to simply inform the 
community of a problem, we feel it is 
necessary to make the following 
statement: A community newspaper, 
not unlike a community itself, must 


often rely on trust. In fact, our nation 
as a whole has moved along quite well 
with little more than trust as the 
cement that bound it together. 

But unfortunately, there are people 
who would destroy trust in the course 
of satisfying their own self-serving 
purposes. And, it is people of that ilk 
who must ultimately accept respon- 
sibility for most of the current ills that 
plague mankind. 

It is unfortunate that Mr. Zbikowski 
was the target of such a person, and 
equally unfortunate that we at the 
Roman played an innocent part in that 
attack. 

We regaret any inconvenience that 
may have been caused Mr. Zbikowski 
by the publication of the first letter. 

But more importantly, the people of 
Romulus should be aware that there 
are some among them who would use 
trust as the vehicle for their own 
special interest.

Editor's Log 

Responsibility 

Not just managements obligation

Two weeks ago, I devoted this space to a 
discussion of the UAW’s community press 
open house which I attended in April. 

In that article I made the observation 
that the UAW’s practice of boycotting 
selected companies appeared to run 
contrary to the union’s professed concern 
for victims of plant closings. And I con- 
cluded by asking the question: How do the 
workers at Bear Archery feel about the 
boycott of their company? 

By way of explanation, I used the Bear 
Archery Company as simply aq, example 
of one of the companies that was currently 
the target of the UAW’s boycott. But, the 
letter I received from Paul Morris, the 
union’s Region I-E international 
representative, has convinced me that 
Bear Archery was a bad example to cite. 

Included with Morris’ letter explaining 
that the UAW does not boycott companies 
without the involved workers’ support was 
an article lifted from the September 76 
issue of Solidarity magazine. That story, 
over Dave Elsila’s byline, related indepth 
the historical background preceding the 
UAW’s picketing of Bear Archery, and 
included several allegations which, if true, 
would have more than qualified Bear for 
inclusion among the long list of companies 
that have abused and ignored their 
responsibilities to the worker. 

Two weeks ago, in a follow up piece on 
the abuse of workers by large cor- 
porations, I concluded by explaining that it 


was my opinion that neither unions nor 
large corporations were either all good or 
all bad. The truth was probably 
somewhere in between. 

Well. I must admit that I was impressed 
by the UAW’s version of the Bear Archery 
Co. boycott. But, in all fairness, I have not 
discussed the situation with Bear officials. 
Nevertheless, it is obvious that a 
significant communications problem 
exists between the union, its membership 
and Bear officials. And it is equally ob- 
vious that all parties to that dispute feel 
strongly that they are right. 

But the important question is really : 
how could such a situation have developed 
in the first place? 

Why do companies fear union 
organization, even companies who have 
not been guilty of worker abuses? 

Quite possibly the answer to that 
question could very well be that the union 
itself has been guilty of abuses. 

Quite possibly the goal of keeping the 
union itself intact has become more im- 
portant, than effectively representing its 
members. 

For too long our nation has witnessed 
union struggles to defend questionable 
workers from dismissal, when in fact the 
union should have been vitally concerned 
with the quality of its members. 

Most contracts are quick to confer on 
management the right arid obligation to 
manage, but are extremely slow in 


recognizing that productivity is the 
primary goal of management, and that 
goal can never be reached so long as the 
unions refuse to accept any responsibility 
for encouraging members to become more 
productive. 

During my youth, I can recall the fierce 
union loyalty that was evident in the 
family kitchen. 

My father, a long time employee of the 
Ford Motor Co. had been involved with the 
early organization attempts at the Rouge. 
He boasted of his friendship with the ,late 
Walter Reuther, and the union’s impact on 
the improving working conditions. 

But, I can’t help but wonder if that was 
the same union that now calls itself the 
UAW. The same union that claimed 
dedicated and visionary leadership that 
would lead the working man out of the 
dark ages. 

Any union, like any business, must 
continue to grow and change to meet the 
times. For business, any other course is 
fatal, but for unions, any other course 
could be fatal to the country. 

Business and industry must form a joint 
partnership between its management and 
the worker. Each must come to accept 
their responsibility to the other. 

There is no other way. 

Only through cooperation will our 
system, the best so far conceived by man, 
continue to flourish and grow.

One cool sunny day last summer a group 
of us mothers were splashing in the 
shallows of Mullet Lake, when I grabbed 
some little kid’s raft and floated out over 
the waves. That’s when the sun went 
behind a cloud and the wate r got icy and 
my memory floated back to a time when I 
was six years old in Idaho. 


My mother hadn’t been too happy about 
moving her family out in the wilds close to 
Snake River, but my father thought he had 
achieved heaven when he got out under 
those blue skies and smelled the 
sagebrush.

For that matter, I’m really not con- 
cerned with how- much money I make. (I 
hope my boss doesn’t read this). Honestly, 
if we have the necessities of life — a loaf of 
bread, a comfortable bed and decent 
clothes — how- much more do we need? 

The Bible, for instance, tells us that a 
good name is to be chosen above gold And 
friends, good, faithful, loyal, dedicated 
friends, are a treasure beyond measure. 

I guess that’s why I ’m especially happy 
this week. Because I found quite a few 
fringe benefits in my "paycheck" this 
week when I opened my mail. Three let- 
ters came across my desk that had kind 
words for my literary efforts — and there’s 
no amount of money that can take the 
place of that. 

One of the letters was from "Chum” 
Stockwell, who always has a kind word for 
someone else He read my column last 
week entitled, "Two worth a hundred", in 
which I commended tw o teen age girls for 
helping me in a time of need 

"Congratulations, Jim!" Chum wrote. 
"Just think of the good news like this that 
is never published. It was great that these 
two young ladies were observant and 
much greater that you published their 
good deed 

"Probably more damage is done in 
parking lots that is never reported . Keep up 
your good editing. We always read the 
editorial page first. Associated 
Newspapers are to be congratulated God 
love you. Chum.” 

That was a cheerful remembrance on 
Churn’s part But even in sorrow, people 
have kind words. For instance, I had the 
responsibility to w-rite a story recently 
about the death of Floyd (Ted) Thetford, a 
Trustee for Van Buren Township. It so 
happened that I heard about his un- 
fortunate death just a few minutes before 
the deadline for the Belleville Enterprise. 

I made a few hurried phone calls in an 
effort to give his story a special touch, a 
"touch" 1 try to give every story I write 
about people. Ted and I often had seen 
each other having breakfast at Flag’s 
Restaurant at Belleville Road and 1-94. 


After writing the story of his passing 
away — and how hisoft-heard chuckle had 
faded away for the last time — I forgot 
about the story. But the other day a small 
"Thank You" card came to the office with 
my name on it. On the inside, a loving hand 
had penned the words: "Jim Bradley — 
We would I ike to express our thanks for the 
article you wrote on the passing of Floyd 
(Ted) Thetford in last week’s paper. 

"It was a comforting and beautiful 
article. We are grateful. Thanks, Family 
of Ted Thetford." You can’t put a dollar 
value on a precious card like that. I’ve 
filed it with many other similar letters and 
cards I’ve received over the years. 

A third letter this week was sent from 
Mrs. Sharron Russell, Chairperson of the 
Sumpter Township "Sumpter Day Queen 
Contest”, saying the response of teen age 
candidates has been the greatest ever 

Referring to a small article I did on the 
Queen Contest, Mrs. Russell wrote: "Mr. 
Bradley, due to your journalistic skill this 
no doubt is our most successful response to 
date ” (I don’t know how- correct she is 
about my wribng ability, but it sure does 
make me feel 10 feet tall!) 

A fourth little note came my way a short 
time ago when I wrote a story about 
Virginia C. Melcher being named Director 
of "September Days", the senior citizens 
group of Van Buren Tow nship. It was just 
a simple story, telling how- the Township 
Board voted to name her full-time 
director. 

A few- days later, I received a card from 
Mrs. Melcher saying, Thank you for the 
lovely newspaper release The world needs 
more like you.” 

And the world needs more people who 
will sit down and say "Thank You" to 
someone they love and to someone who is 
lonely and to someone who has no 
"someone" to call their own. 

Will you sit down now and write a 
"Thank You" note to someone who has 
done something for you lately? I guarantee 
it’ll mean more to than than a large 
amount of money. 

And do you know what? You’ll be a lot 
richer for doing it, too. 


Just about everyone who has had the 
pleasure of meeting him, calls him 
Charlie; he’s lived in Western Wayne 
County for over 70 years, and his many 
contributions to the betterment of the area 
are legion. 

In 1922, he graduated from Wayne High 
School where he had been elected 
President of the Senior Gass. At Wayne 
High he was an outs landing athlete as well 
as a good student After graduation, he 
enrolled in Albion Co liege where he was an 
outstanding football player. 

However, a dispute arose between 
Charlie and a Dean of the College, and 
Charlie left Albion to go to work in the 
Trust Department of the Union Trust 
Company in Detroit. Simultaneously, he 
entered the Detroit College of Law and 
graduated in 1933 as President of his class. 

His roots are deep in the area. His father 
was once the President of the Village of 
Wayne, and Palmer Road is named after 
his grandfather. Charlie served as Wayne 
Gty Attorney for eight years, Belleville 
Gty Attorney for eleven years, and has 
been the Woodhaven City Attorney since 
he directed the formation of that 
dow-nriver city in August of 1961. 

He seems to reflect boundless energy, 
and his mind is quick and alert. His abilitv 
to see beyond the obvious led to his being 
the leader in the establishment of the 
Wayne Bank in the early 1950’s; he also 
served as the first Chairman of the Board 
for the bank. 

His law offices are in Dearborn, and he’s 
still an active partner in the firm. If you 
ever have the opportunity to sit in his 
office, you’ll notice some autographed 


pictures hanging on the wall. They look 
somewhat out of place because they are 
pictures of some pretty famous Detroit 
Tiger baseball players — the late Paul 
"Dizzy” Trout, Harold "Prince Hal” 
Newhouser who is now a bank vice 
president, and George Kell the Tiger’s 
former all-star third baseman and now the 
play-by-play announcer on all televised 
ball games. 

Charlie explained, “In the middle 1940’s, 
ball players did not make the money they 
make today, and they didn’t have at- 
torneys to help them in their negotiations 
with the club owners. 

"My clients, Dizzy Trout was the first 
one, would meet with the Geheral 
Manager and ask for a specific figure. 
More often than not, the General Manager 
and ask for a specific figure. More often 
than not, the General Manager would 
refuse to meet the price, and the ball 
player w-ould then meet with me and the 
two of us would work out our next move. 

"I’m sure that if Jack Zeller who was the 
General Manager at the time ever knew 
that his ball players were consorting with 
an attorney he’d have blown the roof right 
off what was then known as Briggs 
Stadium. 

"And I’m equally convinced that the ball 
player would not have long been a Detroit 
Tiger. Of course things have changed 
dramatically, and most ball players now 
have agents working for them. But I 
believe I was one of the first in the country 
to serve in such a capacity.” 

Charlie sits on the Board of Directors for 
several coporaticns and companies — 
most of them are in the Western Wayne 


County area — and he’s the former 
President of the Belleville Rotary And 
read this carefully: he boasts a record of 
perfectattendance at Rotary meetings of a 
little better than 40 years! 

His life-long commitment to the area 
resulted in one other event which promp- 
ted me to write this story. 

Charlie is the man who is responsible 
more than any other for the creation of 
hospital authorities in Michigan. He wrote 
the public act (PA 47 of 1945) which 
enabled the creation of such organizations. 

In a manner which is typically self- 
effacing, he advised that there were many 
local citizens who were as interested and 
active as he in developing a system of 
health care delivery in Western Wayne 
County; and that is true. 

However, the fact remains that it was 
Charlie who provided the leadership role. 
He served as Chairman of the Board for 
the Peoples Community Hospital, Inc. — 
the precursor of the PCHA — and he 
provided all legal services for PCH, Inc. 
and charged no fee for those services. 

Properly he is known as Charles B. 
Cozadd, attorney at law and senior partner 
of Cozadd, Shangle & Smith law firm. 

But as we wrote at the beginning, most 
people know him as Charlie. His law firm, 
incidently, still serves as legal counsel for 
PCHA. 

When enough time has passed to ensure 
objectivity as the history of this area is 
written, you can be assured that the name 
of Charles B. Cozadd will assume a 
prominent position. 

We all owe him a sincere debt of 
gratitude; thanks for being around, 
Charlie, it’s nice to have you as a friend.

Plant leaves peppered 
with little holes usually 
are the first sign that 
flea beetles are active in 
your garden. 

Tomato, pepper and 
eggplant transplants, 
new potato sprouts, and 
radishes and turnips are 
favorite foods of the flea 
beetle. The insects also 
may attack cole crops, 
sweet corn, sweet 
potatoes and spinach. 
Because the beetles are 
so small and can hop off 
leaves quickly, gar- 
deners usually miss the 
beetles and spot the 
damage first/ 

Flea beetles get 
theimamefrom the way 
they jump from plants 
in a flea-like manner 
when disturbed. Several 
kinds may be present in 
the garden. Some a re a 11 
black; others are dark 
with white stripes on the 
wing covers, blue-black 
or bronze. Most are 
about one-eight inch 
long. 

Adults emerge in the 
early spring and begin 
feeding on young plants. 
They lay eggs at the 
bases of the plants. 
When the larvae hatch, 
they feed on plant roots . 
The second generation 
of adults emerges in late 
July or early August. 
Feeding damage by this 
second generation is 
seldom as serious as 
that caused by the first 
generation. 

Sevin (carbaryl) is a 
readily available 
garden insecticide that 
will control flea beetles. 
Be sure to read the 
product label, and be 
certain the product is 
approved for use 
against flea beetles on 
the crop you want to 
spray. Then follow label 
directions exactly.

This is the situation: decreasing 
foster parents and increasing 
numbers of children needing foster 
homes. 

The problem has not been solved, 
but there are those working on 
solutions. 

Take Jeanette Behringer, for 
example. 

For three years*, the Behringers of 
Wayne, have been a foster family. 
Working through Catholic Social 
Services (CSS), the four Behringers 
seem to have always had one or two 
new additions to their household. 


Mrs. Behringer, who is the natural 
mother of a four-year-old girl and a 
seven-year-old boy, said that since 
joining the program she and her 
husband have had nearly 15 or 20 
foster children in their custody over 
the 3 M 2 -year period. 

Presently caring for 9-month-old 
little boy, Mrs. Behringer said: 
"We’re a foster family, I’m not just 
a foster mother. Our kids are ac- 
cepted by the whole family." 

CSS is a multi-service 
organization with one arm out- 
stretched to children in need of 
temporary foster care. Still, since 
the organization has no facilities for 


boarding these children, CSS is 
helpless without the dedication of 
people like the Behringers 

Carol Przybyla, a CSS social 
worker who works with both foster 
parents and children, confirmed the 
desperate need for increasing foster 
parent enrollment. 

Przybyla explained that children, 
between the ages of 5 days and 18 
years are either voluntarily placed 
into CSS care by their parents or the 
social agency receives referrals 
from the state. 

While listing requirements for 
foster parent applicants, the social 
worker emphasized that the 
program is for temporary 
placement until a permanent plan is 
worked out. 

Because foster parents only 
provide temporary homes, the 
children come and go. There is no 
time limit on how long they will stay 
or when they must leave. 

Mrs. Behringer said it is distur- 
bing when a child leaves, but she is 
not so discouraged that she would 


not take yet another foster child into 
her home. 

“Every baby that leaves takes a 
little of my heart ," the mother said. 

The woman whose heart would 
seem to be by now non-existant, 
admitted that it is not easy to adjust 
to a child leaving after living as a 
family member for a given amount 
of time. 

However, Mrs. Behringer added 
"It’s better that we (the family) feel 
a little loss than not letting a child 
get a good start." 

In order to become a foster parent, 
the adult has to Tint be licensed by 
the State of Michigan. 

Requirements demand that the 
applicant be at least 18 years old and 
no older than 65. 

Marriage is not a requirement. 


Foster parents may be single. 

The applicant must be in good 


health and submit to a basic

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For their own survival 


Baby animals: Leave them where they are 


You're walking a long the edge of a 
meadow and you find a nest of baby 
birds recently blown from a tree. Or 
your dog digs up a nest of tiny 
rabbits. What do you do? 

Your first impulse is to pick up the 
little creatures and take them home. 
But this may be exactly the worst 
action to take. 

“Unless you know absolutely that 
the parents of the little animals are 
dead, or that the young have been 
abandoned, it’s best to leave them 
where you find them,’’ said Glenn 
Dudderar, extension wildlife 
specialist at Michigan State 
University. “A young animal’s 
chances of survival are much 
greater, if you leave it there than if 
you take it home and try to raise it 
yourself.” 

Besides, making wild animals 
captive violates state and possibly 
federal laws, depending on the 
species. In addition to all the work 
that raising the animal entails, 
there’s the red tape of getting a 
permit to keep it 

“If you do decide to take in a 
young animal, you’d better have 


evidence that it needed assistance," 
Dudderar emphasized. “The fact 
that you didn't see the parents 
around isn’t enough. They might 
have been out getting food or hiding 
somewhere and waiting for you to 
leave.” 

So what should you do? In the case 
of baby birds fallen f rom a nest or a 
nest blown from a tree, you can do 
the most good for the little birds by 
placing them back in the nest or 
replacing the nest in the tree. You 
have to put the nest back almost 
exactly where it came from, 
however, or the parents won’t be 
able to recognize it as their nest. 

“It’s a common myth that a 
mother bird will reject a baby bird 
that’s been handled by a human,” 
Dudderar said “But birds have a 
poorly developed sense of smell. 
Like people, they depend mostly on 
their vision. So, if you put the nest or 
the baby back where it was 
originally, they’ll find it and resume 
caring for it.” 

Baby mammals are another story, 
he pointed out. If you put a baby 
rabbit back in a nest, the mother 


may ignore the scent, or may 
abandon the whole nest or may kill 
all the young. A deer wouldn’t try to 
kill her fawn, but she might abandon 
it. Or, she might just lick it until all 
traces of human scent were 
removed. 

Sometimes you definitely know 
that a young bird of animal has been 
orphaned or abandoned. Before you 
take on the job of raising it, you’d 
better be sure you’re ready for all 
the work it will require. 

“Any animal or bird that’s too 
small to have f ur or feathers yet has 
to be kept warm, approximately 
body temperature, to avoid 
chilling,” Dudderar said. “It also 
needs a humid environment so that 
it doesn’t get dehydrated. The 
proper food isn’t always easy to 
provide, either.” 

Birds that are fed by;their parents 
usually can get by on canned dog 
food rolled into little balls and fed 
every three or four hours. They also

need a daily dose of liquid vitamins. 
Chicken-like birds — pheasants, 
quail, etc. — can be fed poultry 
starter. Birds like doves, which poke 
their bills into their parents’ throats 
to feed, can be raised on a slurry of 
pablum and milk presented in the 
rubber bulb of an eyedropper. 

Hawks, owls and other predatory 
birds must be fed raw meat with fur 
or feathers still attached. They need 
this material to digest their food, 
Dudderar explained. One way to 
provide it is to buy dead mice or 
chicks and chop them up into little 
pieces for hand feeding. 


Baby mammals must be fed 
prepared infant’s formula or one of 
the powdered milk substitutes for 
domestic animals. Deer, for in- 
stance, do well on calves’ formula 
If you succeed in raising the 
animal — inspiteof the odds against 
it — you have to teach it to fend for 
itself in the wild. 

“An animal raised in captivity 
has to be taught to find its own 
food,” Dudderar said. “A raccoon, 
for instance — you have to take it to 
a stream or river, wade along the 
shallow edgeandshow it how to turn 
over rocks to find food. If you’ve 
raised a robin, you’ll have to take it 
out on the lawn and scatter some 
fishing worms around 
“Predator birds have to be taught 
to hunt. If you don’t teach an animal 
how to get its own food, it may 
approach humans and try to beg 
from them. This may be misin- 
terpreted as an attack and result in 
the animal’s being killed.” 


Animals raised by humans don’t 
have the wild animal's natural fear 
of people. They need this to survive, 
once they are capable of caring for 
themselves. One way to instill 
distrust is to frighten the animal 
every time you approach it until it 
either cringes or threatens to attack 
whenever it sees you, Dudderar 
suggested This will guarantee that 
it won’t try to approach other people 
and probably be killed because 
someone thinks i ts u nusua 1 behavior 
means it’s rabid. 

“Raising a wild animal to be self- 
sufficient is just as much work as it 
sounds,” Dudderar said. “But 
unless you’re willing to make that 
effort, the animal won’t survive, and 
you might just as well have let it be 
eaten by a snake or a hawk. 

“It may sound cruel to say that 
you should just let the animal die, 
but death, of young animals as well 
as old ones, is part of nature’s 
scheme of things.” 


Garden Corner 


Michigan State University Ex- 
tension specialists answer timely 
questions on houseplants, vegetable 
gardening, landscape plants, 
flowering bulbs and related topics. 

Q: The needles on some of my 
evergreens are all dried out and 
brown at the tips. Some of the stem 
tips seem quite dead. What’s the 
trouble? 

A: If the plants are near roads or 
sidewalks that were deiced with salt 
during the winter, or in an area 
where salty snow was piled or 
saltwater seeped into the soil or 
splashed onto the foliage, you may 
suspect salt damage. Salt spray 
damage tends to occur on only one 
side of the plant. There’s not much 
you can do for the brown foliage or 
dead tips except to prune them out 
after growth resumes in the spring. 
You can prevent further damage 
from saltwater run-off by watering 
heavily to leach the excess salt out of 
the plants’ root zones. 

Q: What do I do with my potted 
azalea after it has finished 


flowering? 

A: Keep it in a sunny place and 
water whenever the soil feels warm 
and dry rather than cool and moist. 
Fertilize every two weeks through 
the summer with a liquid houseplant 
fertilizer. Add V 4 teaspoon ferrous 
sulfate once a month to keep the soil 
acid and to prevent iron deficiency. 
Pinch new shoots off whenever they 
have developed two or three 
vigorous leaves. Do this through 
June 15 to keep your plant bushy and 
compact. 

After the danger of frost is past — 
around June 1 — place the plant 
outdoors in a shaded spot. Continue 
to water and fertilize it regularly. 
Bring the plant indoors around Sept. 
1 , place it in a shaded cool spot — 
about 50 degrees, If possible. Water 
as before but decrease fertilization 
to once a month. The plant should 
produce flower buds by February. It 
can then be forced into flower. 
Place it where it will get plenty of 
light and temperatures between 65 
and 75 degrees.

physical prior to license 
approval.

County pleads 


for funding 


Wayne County government renewed its plea Tor 
“equity” funding from the state today after 
depleting its cash reserve fund to meet criminal 
justice system cost increases. 


“The outlays which emptied our unallocated 
appropriations account are typical of why this 
county has a financial crisis. They are mandatory 
cost increases over which hwe have no control,” 
said Jarrette Simmons, chairman of the County 
Board of Commissioners. 

Simmons headed a county delegation which met 
with representatives of the Governor and the 
Legislature in Lansing May 8 to discuss the county’s 
financial crisis. 

Her comments came in the wake of a May 4 
meeting at which the Board of Commissioners doled 
out the last of the county’s unappropriated cash 
reserve to meet the following expenses: 

(1) $863,420 for additional jail guards to handle a 
prisoner increase at the Sheriff’s detention annex in 
Westland; 

(2) $117,000 to cover Sheriff’s overtime costs; 

(3) $140,505 to continue through May 28 several 
Sheriff’s units which must be maintained pending 
an arbitrator’s ruling on whether the units may be 
curtailed; and 

(4) $116,407 to settle various legal claims. 

Depletion of the county’s unallocated ap- 
propriations account means that any new expenses 
will have to be funded by reductions in depart- 
mental budgets for the balance of this year, Sim- 
mons explained. 

The first instance of this came at a May 5 meeting 
of the County Board’s Financial Crisis Committee. 

The committee recommended that $344,000 
earmarked for furnishing of a new Federally- 
funded Cooperative Extension Service educational 
building, now under construction, be used to meet 
contingencies. Ordering of furnishings will wait 
until next year. 

The Financial Crisis Committee also received a 
report from the County Board of Auditors, 
projecting a budget deficit again this year. 'The 
deficit could range anywhere from $8.8 million to 
$12 million, depending on developments, the 
auditors reported. 

“Our budget problem basically results from cost 
increases which are mandated upon us by law and 
over which we have no control,” she told the 
committee. “One of the things we have to impress 
upon Lansing is the critical impact of decisions 
made there.”

Think before mowing, 
safety engineer says 


To avoid accidental injuries 
caused by power lawn mowers, 
think about what you’re doing!, 
urges Richard Pfister, Michigan 
State University Extension 
safety engineer. 

“Most injuries occur when a 
hand or foot comes in contact 
with either the rotating blade or 
an object thrown by the blade,” 
he said. “Some 50,000 adults and 
children are treated in hospital 
emergency rooms each year for 
such injuries.” 

Avoid injuries from objects 
hurled by the blades by raking 
the lawn free of wires, twigs, 
rocks and other debris before you 
begin to mow, Pfister advised. 
Never remove the foot guards or 
other protective equipment on a 
mower. Those parts were 
designed for your protection. 

Wear shoes that shield your 
feet, and handle the mower so 
that you minimize your chance of 
pushing a foot under it, Pfister 
advised. Push, don’t pull, a hand 
mower. If you’re pulling it 
toward you and you slip, you’re 
likely to slide under i t and hit the 
blade. 

Mow when the grass is dry, so 
your footing is secure. Mow 
across a slope with a walking 
mower so that you don’t slip down 
into the machine and it can’t roll 
downward onto you. But with a 
riding mower, mow up and down 
a slope, so the machine doesn’t 
roll over with you. When using an 
electric mower, be very careful 
to avoid running over the cord or 
entangling it in the mower 
blades. 

Always turn off the machine 
and disconnect the spark plug 
wire — or unplug if the mower is 
electric — when you need to 


unclog or adjust the machine. 
You disconnect the spark plug so 
that a slight rotation of the blade 
can’t cause the engine to fire or 
restart, Pfister explained. 

Fill with gas before mowing. If 
it’s necessary to refuel before you 
finish, turn the engine off and let 
it cool before adding fuel. Refuel 
a power mower outdoors and 
start it outdoors, rather than in a 
garage or basement where gas 
fumes and carbon monoxide 
would build up. 

Many injuries, especially to 
children, occur when a riding 
mower backs up. Keep children 
and pets away from the mowing 
area, Pfister urged, and look 
behind you every time before you 
back up. T7ie only rider on a 
riding mower should be the 
operator. Extra riders, 
especially children, must not be 
allowed on riding mowers at any 
time. 

If you are shopping for a new' 
power mower, ask about and look 
for safety features such as: 

— Guards to keep hands and 
feet from coming into contact 
with the blade. 

— A discharge system that 
reduces the potential for flying 
objects. 

— “Upstops” that preveit the 
handles from flying upward when 
the machine hits an obstacle. 

— Equipment that is reliable 
and easy to operate. 

Read the owner’s manual that 
comes with the machine and file 
it where you can find it readily, 
Pfister advised Reread it oc- 
casionally to keep your memory 
fresh. 

“Don’twait until aU else fails to 
follow directions,” he said. “By 
then it may be too late.”

facilities, while the State of Michigan receives 100 percent of the income 
taxes generated by new employment and the recently imposed single 
business tax; and 

WHEREAS: The City of Romulus is assured that the State of Michigan 
developed P.A. 198 fully intended the bill to be an incentive to retain and 
attract industrial facilities to locate in the State of Michigan, as opposed to in 
some of our surrounding states, with no intent of imparing or injuring local 
government, to provide disproportionate benefits accruing to the State; and 
WHEREAS: Mayor William M. Oakley, in behalf of the citizens of the City of 
Romulus and the State of Michigan, has proposed legislation which would 
provide for a more equitable distribution of tax revenue generated by the 
location of industrial facilities utilizing P.A. 198, specifically, a State Sharing 
Plan whereby a portion of the additional individual income tax and single 
business tax generated by the P.A. 198 participants would be returned to the 
municipality, which amount shall be retroactive for one (1) year to partially 
offset the cost of utilizing said Act.

The cost of this project is approximately $360,000. 

4. Ecorse - Wayne Area: This project would consist of the installation of 18 
inch and 15 inch diameter sanitary sewers along Ecorse Road and Wayne 
Road and generally serve those properties immediately east and west of 
Wayne Road. This project would be of particular benefit to serve the 
proposed Senior Citizen - Commercial complex located in the 100 acres 
which this sewer would serve. It is estimated that the cost of this project is 
$125,000 

WATER DISTRIBUTION SYSTEM 

1. Ecorse Road - Ecorse to Beverly: This project would consist of a 
replacement of approximately 2,600 feet of existing 12 inch diameter water 
main. This replacement is needed to eliminate the costly repairs and 
maintenance which are occurring in this area and particularly on New 
Castle Street. The cost of this project is estimated at $75,000. 

2. Merriman Road - Ecorse to Beverly: This project would consist of the 
replacement of the existing 6 inch diameter water main on the east side of 
Merriman Road between between Beverly and Ecorse Roads. This 
replacement is needed to eliminate the high repair and maintenance costs 
currently incurred on this water main. The total project cost is estimated at 
$80,000. 

3. Inkster - Wick Low Pressure Area: 

A. Alternate 1 - This alternate would provide for the installation of a new 
meter pit connection of the City of Detroit transmission main and would 
improve the immediate low pressure problems experienced in this area. The 
cost of this project is approximately $25,000. 

B. Alternate 2 - This project would include the installation of ap- 
proximately 3,200 feet of 12 inch diameter water main in Inkster Road from 
Ecorse Road to the south limits of the 1-94 Expressway. This water main 
would provide a needed connection for the northeast section of the City as 
well as improve the low pressures in the Inkster-Wick Road area. The cost 
of this project is approximately $120,000. 

4. Ecorse Road - Wayne to Waynecorse: The proposed General Motors 
Diesel expansions will generate heavy additional demands on the existing 
distribution system. It appears feasible that the anticipated increased 
demands for average conditions can be met with the installation of a 12 inch 
water main on Ecorse Road between Wayne Road and Waynecorse Road. It 
is estimated that the cost of this project would be $40,000. 

5. Wick Road - Wickham to Venoy : This project consists of the installation of 
nearly 1 mile of 12 inch diameter water main from Wickham to Venoy. This 
project would enhance the development of nearly 200 acres of prime com- 
mercial area within the City. The estimated cost of this project is $130,000. 

6. Cogswell Road - Ecorse Road: The project is needed to resolve low 
pressure problems that will be experienced under maximum hour demands 
which will result from the General Motors Diesel expansions currently un- 
derway. This project would consist of a 12 inch diameter water main in 
Cogswell Road between Wick Road and Ecorse Road. The estimated cost of 
this project is $150,000. 

RESURFACING 

a. Huron River Drive - Pennsylvania to Grant - This project would consist 
of resurfacing this 2M* mile reach of one of the major north-south roadways 
in the City.

Wayne County expects to hire 
about 3,000 this year under its 
summer employment program 
for disadvantaged youth. 

Beginning June 19, the youth 
will earn $2.65 per hour for eight 
weeks, with a 10-week option 
available in some areas. 

The temporary work program 
is called SPEDY, which means 
Summmer Program for 
Economically Disadvantaged 
Youth, and is meant to provide 
employment and training for 
both in-school and out -of -school 
youth in Wayne County except for 
Detroit, Dearborn and Livonia. 

SPEDY is one of several 
programs (Title III) under the 
Federal Comprehensive Em- 
ployment and Training Act 
funded by the U.S. Department of 
Labor. The department is con- 
sidering $2.6 million for Wayne 
County by May 26, and "approval 
is virtually certain.’ ’ 

The Wayne County allocation is 
part of a federal program in 1978 
to provide 1.6 million summer 
jobs nationwide, primarily for 
disadvantaged youth aged 14 to 
21 . 

In Wayne County this year the 
program is administered by the 
County Intermediate School 
District under direction of the 
County Office of Manpower, 
which handles all CETA affairs in 
the county. 

Detroit, Livonia and Dearborn 
are excluded because they 
sponsor their own summer 
employment programs and 
receive separate funds directly 
from the Department of Labor. 

Among the goals of SPEDY: 

— To provide closely super- 


vised, structured work to im- 
prove work habits. 

—To offer experience that will 
provide opportunity for 
vocational growth and give 
vocational counseling and oc- 
cupational informaticn. 

— To provide income 
necessary to enable returns to 
school and induce drop-outs to 
return. 

— To provide a foundation for 
possible part-time-in-school 
employment as well as full-time 
self-support where return to 
school is not expected. 

included in the classroom 
training will be courses in 
recreation leadership, general 
office and clerical skills, child 
care, and topics important to 
medical careers and care of 
senior citizens. 

Those eligible for the program 
must be economically disad- 
vantaged and 14 through 21 years 
of age, or be a ward of the court 
up to age 21 who is considered to 
have left home, or be involved in 
another CETA program which 
required these criteria at the 
time of enrollment.

Flame violet 
has chocolate 
in its lineage 


If you have a green 
thumb with African 
violets, you’re a 
"naturar' for flame 
violets, including 
chocolate soldier 
(Episcia cupreata 
'Chocolate Soldier’). 

Chocolate-brown, 
quilted leaves with 
silver stripes down the 
centers form a mound 
about 6 to 12 inches high. 
Given enough light and 
high humidity, the plant 
will produce bright red, 
trumpet-shaped flo- 
wers. It will bloom 
almost continuously 
under the right con- 
ditions. 

For success with 
chocolate soldier and 
other Episcias, 
Michigan State 
University hor- 
ticulturists advise 
potting in a mix made of 
equal parts houseplant 
potting soil and peat 
moss. Be sure to provide 
for good drainage. Do 
not let the soil dry out 
between waterings and 


keep water off the 
foliage. 

Fertilize every four to 
six weeks with any 
standard houseplant 
food. 

High humidity and 
moderate to warm 
temperatures — with a 
night minimum of 60-65 
degrees — are 
preferred. 

Though this plant can 
tolerate more direct sun 
than its cousins the 
African violets, the 
MSU experts advise 
giving it bright, indirect 
light. 

Because of its high 
humidity requirement, 
chocolate soldier is a 
good plant for 
terrariums. It also is at 
home in dish gardens 
and hanging baskets. 

A tropical creeper 
native to Colombia, 
chocolate soldier is 
propagated by stem tip 
cuttings or leaf petiole 
cuttings. 

Common insect pests 
inclue mealybugs and 
white flies.

Fifteen major cultural events, 
including performances by the 
Berlin Philharmonic Orchestra, the

professor in the history and 
philosophy department at EMU 
This is the third year that Fenz has 
conducted the tour.

with European cultural history by 
taking advantage of an itinerary 
that is jam-packed with excursions, 
side trips and cultural events. 

“Actually, this is a most fantastic 
program for the price. Most 
programs don’t offer an intensive 
schedule of cultural happenings. 
This tour could very well be the most 
important experience in a student’s 
life,” Fenz remarked. 

In the three years that Fenz has 
guided the cultural history tour, 
more than 130 students have taken 
advantage of the program. This 
summer’s program begins in West 
Berlin and includes visits to East 
Berlin, Prague, Vienna. Salzburg, 
South Tyrol, Florence, Rome, 
Venice, Zermatt and Paris. 

Program participants attend 
operas and concerts and take trips to 
museums, art galleries, cathedrals 
and abbeys. An added attraction of 
thetour is a mountain excursion into 
the Tyrolean and Swiss Alps. 
Professor Fenz, an experienced 
mountain climber, will guide the 
tour through places of extraordinary 
natural beauty in the V ienna Woods , 
the Dolomites and the Swiss Alps. 

Although the group will not at- 
tempt any rigorous mountain 
climbing, Fenz noted that one of the 
prerequisites for tour participants is 
the ability to shoulder a rucksack. 

The EMU tour is conducted in 
conjunction with Purdue University 
and Middle Tennessee State 
University and is open to everyone. 
The tour price of $988 includes 
tuition for six hours of un- 
dergraduate credit, rail tran- 
sportation, field trips and ex- 
cursions, tickets to operas and 
concerts, insurance and visa fees to 
East Germany and Czechoslovakia. 

“We don’t cut corners on any of 
the cultural events on the tour. We 
do try to save money on tran- 
sportation and accommodations 
where we can,” Fenz said. 

A special option for tour par- 
ticipants is an extra 20-day post- 
program excursion to Egypt, Israel, 


Athens and the Greek Island of 
Corfu from Aug. 5-25. The post- 
program is designed to offer par- 
ticipants a highly contrasting 
cultural experience and is available 
in two options — a side trip to Egypt 
and Israel at $488 and a camping 
experience on Corfu for $298. 

The Israeli-Egyptian option will 
feature trips to the Pyramids, the 
Temples of Karnak and the Islamic 


monuments in Cairo. While in Israel, 
the group will visit sites from the Old 
and New Testaments, including 
Jerusalem, Bethlehem and Galilee. 

In Athens, the tour will stop at the 
Acropolis, the Temple of Athena and 
the Temple of Apollo, in addition to 
many other sights of irterest.the 
Corfu camping trip is set on one of 
the most beautiful Greek Islands 
and will provide a restful conclusion 


to the trip. Participants will camp 
not more than 500 yards from the 
beautiful Mediterranean Sea. Corfu 
excursions will include tours of the 
Palaceof Achillion built by Empress 
Elizabeth of Austria, a crusader’s 
castle and a number of monasteries.

A committee of the Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners has ap- 
proved a plan to increase Sheriff’s 
patrols along the Hines Drive park- 
way this summer, but the question of 
where the up to $100,000 cost is going 
to come from must be answered, if 
the plan is ever to be implemented.

Foreign language students at Eastern Michigan 
University are looking for cooperative education 
experiences as interpreters, translators, writers 
and analysts in any area of business or industry 
which requires comprehension of a foreign 
language. 

Recently, the Division of Continuing Education at 
EMU contacted more than 30 Michigan businesses 
and industries to let them know that it is expanding 
its cooperative education program to include 
students in the arts and sciences, particularly 
students in the Department of Foreign Languages 
and Literatures. 

Jean S. Bidwell, head of the Department of 
Foreign Languages and Literatures, explained that 
“Eastern is interested in placing our upper division 
students in co-op jobs in industry, business and 
government service where their expertise can be of 
service and at the same time heightened through 
practical experience. 

“Cooperative education gives our students the 
opportunity to apply theory to a work situation 
closely allied with their field of study. Ideally, the 
co-op student is in class one semester followed by a 
semester of work/’ Dr. Bidwell said. 

Co-op students receive credit for working upon 
the recommendation of their employer and the 
approval of the departmental co-op adviser. 
Students alternate two full semesters of outside 
employment with two semesters of classroom 
study. 

Foreign language students seeking a cooperative 
education program are looking for work in foreign 
consulates, multi-national firms, industries, banks, 
airlines, import-export firms, publishing houses 
and governmental agencies.

The Sheriff’s office developed the 
proposal in cooperation with a 
special 44-member Hines Park Task 
Force, headed by State Rep. Robert 
C. Law ( R-36th District). 

Law told the Public Safety and 
Judiciary Committee: “Additional 
security in the park is needed, if we 
hope to change the attitude of area 
people a bout using the park. Citizens 
must feel that the park is a safe 
place to go with their families.” 

Senior Insp. Richard M. Novak of 
the Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department said serious problems 
at the park with drugs, rapes, 
assaults and harassment of families 
have been on the increase in the last 
four or five years. 

Law said the request was “a 
reasonable proposal which includes 
a rare proceeding— the Sheriff’s 
Department and the union already 
have agreed to allow off-duty 
deputies to work the additional 
hours at straight time pay rates in 
exchange for compensatory time to 
be taken after Sept. 30.” 

However, one commissioner 
charged that the arrangement could 
ultimately result in the county 
paying for as many as 54 hours of 
deputies’ wages for only 24 hours 
actually worked. 

Commissioner Mary Dumas of 


Livonia told her fellow committee 
members: “This proposal is the 
result of over a year of study by the 
Hines Park Task Force into possible 
revenue sources for additional park 
security personnel. Since no state or 


federal funds are available for this 
purpose, Sheriff Lucas’s proposal is 
the only viable solution to a pressing 
problem We can barely make the 
start of summer deadline at this 
point.” 


“While there is little argument 
among the committee members 
about the worthwhileness of this 
proposal,” said Killeen, “we must 
face the depressed state of county 
finances and act accordingly.” 


Check into requirements 
before altering property 


(This is one of a series of public service articles 
explaining in general terms, a provision of 
Michigan law. Individuals who wish to determine 
the effect of any law upon their private legal affairs 
should consult with a private attorney.)

Thinking about doing some work on your beach or 
out in the water in front of your Michigan lake or 
river property? 

You might be considering dreding or filling a 
marsh, or part of the underwater bottom land. Or 
perhaps enlarging or improving a boathouse or. 
some other structure, digging a channel or doing 
something else that might change the natural 
features of your property along the “edge” where 
land and water meet. 

You should know that almost any work you plan to 
do beyond the “ordinary high water mark”, and 


some kinds of work above that line, require a permit 
from the Department of Natural Resources under 
the Inland Lakes and Steams Act or the Great Lakes 
Submerged Lands Act. If in doubt as to whether 
your proposed project fits under either of those 
laws, you should ask the Department of Natural 
Resources first before proceeding. 

The “ordinary high water mark” is a line set by 
law as being the normal level for a given lake or 
river. In “wet” years the mark may be out in the 
water, in “dry” years it could be several feet inland 
from the existing water level. 

The safe thing to do is to check first before you 
undertake any such work. Consult the Department 
of Natural Resources or a private attorney before 
going ahead. Proceeding without a permit can be 
costly and could involve you in needless expense 
and delay. You could even be required to undo what 
you have already done. 


Q: What are the gynoedous 
cucumbers that a relisted in the seed 
catalogues?

Little-known 
rule saves 
on SS taxes 

By overlooking a little-known rule on tax 
withholding, many companies and their employees 
are paying significant amounts to Uncle Sam un- 
necessarily, according to the Michigan Association 
of Certified Public Accountants (MACPA). 

The rule gives employers an option of not 
withholding Social Security taxes on wages or 
salaries paid for employees who are out sick, 
provided the employer has an established, uniform 
sick-pay policy. A similar rule also exempts from 
Social Security withholding any salary or wages 
paid under workmen’s compensation or disability 
insurance. 

Many employers apparently do not exercise the 
withholding option, either because they are 
unaware of it or because they feel the extra 
bookkeeping would offset the benefits. 

For employees whose pay exceeds the wage base 
subject to Social Security taxes ($17,700 in 1978), 
there may be no saving from discontinuing 
withholding during a brief sick period because the 
tax will be withheld later until the maximum 
contribution has been collected. 

But for most workers, and their employers, with 
Social Security taxes rising at an accelerating rate, 
it is becoming increasingly unprofitable to ignore 
this tax-saving option, the CPA group noted. 

To illustrate, the CPAs cite the example of a 
salaried employee earning $10,400 a year, or $200 a 
week, who is out sick a total of 12 days in 1978. The 
example assumes his employer has a policy of 
allowing 10 paid sick day a year. 

Applying this year’s Social Security tax rate of 
6.05 percent, which employer and employee each 
pays, the employer can save $24.20 (6.05 percent of 
10 days’ pay) by not withholding. For a firm with 
several hundred employees, this type of saving 
could mount up to thousands of dollars in the course 
of a year. 

The employee, in this example, also will take 
home an extra $24.20. The Michigan CPAs pointed 
out, however, that a correspondingly lower con- 
tribution is being made to the employee’s Social 
Security accoiuU ^ which could result in a slight, 
probably negligible, meet on the size of retirement 
benefits to which he will ultimately be entitled.

Last week, in compiling information for a special spice- 
herb column, we gave you the list A to M, listing the origin 
of the spice as well as suggestions for its use. Continuing 
from where we left off, we give you nutmeg through 
turmeric in the hopes it will aid culinary artists in their 
weekly cooking challenges. 

— NUTMEG, dried kernel of fruit of the nutmeg tree. 
Add to cookie, cake, doughnut and pastry dough ; sprinkle 
on fruits and vegetables as well as on milk drinks in- 
cluding eggnog. A touch of it in meatloaf and meatballs is 
also interesting. 

— PAPRIKA, dried pods of sweet red peppers. Often 
used as a garnish, it adds color to deviled eggs, creamed 
eggs, white sauces, fish and vegetables. It’s especially 
good in salad dressings and helps to brown chicken, chops 
and veal. One of the main ingredients in veal paprika or 
“veal paprikash”, the spice has a distinctive flavor and is 
also great in Hungarian Goulash. 

— PEPPER, dried berries of the tropical vine Piper 
nigrum. This is the world’s most popular spice with black 
pepper preferred in the USA. The white variety, though, 
should be used when making white sauces or anything 
light colored so the concoction is not spotted with little 
black specks. Peppercorns go into marinades, in liquid 
cooking and in canning and preserving while the ground 
or cracked variety can be used in just about any meat, 
vegetable, fish and in most sauces which don’t require a 
delicate touch. Experimenting with pepper is one of the 
best ways to learn when and where to use it. 

— RED PEPPER, pods from pepper plants. Good in 
deviled eggs, meats, bloody Marys, chowders, spaghetti, 
pizza, gumbos and Mexican dishes. 

— POPPY SEED, seed from plants of the same family 
that produces opium. Used mainly as a garnish sprinkled 
on breads, rolls, cakes, pastries and casseroles; mixed in 
cheese, butter and made into a paste for pastry fillings. It 
is also delicious when made into a poppy seed cake or 


added to sweet dressings for fruit salads. 

— SAFFRON, dried stigmas of the saffron crocus 
Crushed strands of this spice (one of the world’s most 
expensive) may be used in seafood and rice dishes, in 
yeast breads. Used for color as well as flavor. Use very 
sparingly. 

— SESAME SEED, dried, hulled fruit of sesame plant. 
Another garnish-type addition, it may be sprinkled over 
biscuits, breads and waffles before baking; substituted as 
nuts in candies; great in cakes, dips, stuffings, salads; 
add to coleslaw or salad dressings for a different touch. 

— TURMERIC, rhizome of a plant in the ginger family. 
Deep yellow, it adds color as well as flavor to egg dishes, 
chicken, fish, rice, noodles and mayonnaise. 

There are also two blended spices which are very 
popular with amateurs as well as gourmet cooks. 

— CHILI POWDER, a mixture of spices. A most 
common ingredient in Mexican-style cooking (chili con 
came, tamales, enchiiladas), meats, vegetables, poultry. 
Add a bit to sour cream or cream cheese when mixing a 
chip dip. (Chili powder is usually a blend of chili pepper, 
ground cumin, oregano, salt and garlic. ) 

— CURRY POWDER, many spices and seasonings. Use 
sparingly in curry sauces, chicken divan, meats, other 
poultry dishes, fish, eggs, vegetables, salad dressings. 
(Blends vary but usually contain coriander, fenugreek, 
turmeric, cumin, pepper, celery seed, nutmeg, cloves, 
ginger, cayenne, etc.) 

Remember, although you can be creative with spices, 
the secret is not to overdo it. Measure spices with a light 
hand. Spices should enhance the natural flavor of foods, 
not overwhelm them. 

Many spice companies publish booklets or pamphlets 
dealing with their own particular products, the in- 
formation for obtaining them often printed right on the 
can. box or bottle. Remember, too, that the library is an 
excellent source for cook books which feature spice 
cookery. Delve in, try something different and feel like a 
reborn cook.

When we think of the word 
genuine, we think of the definition of 
the word. Genuine means original; 
really being what it is said to be; 
actuily coming from the alleged 
source or origin; real; true; 
authentic; not counterfeit or ar- 
tificial. 

Weliveina world that is extemely 
busy and fast, and is highly 
technical; with its sophisticated 
computers and machinery, it 
seemingly has no time to love or be 
loved. Love is presented in Holy 
Scripture as the very nature of God 
(1 John 4:8, 16) and the greatest of 
the Christian virtues (1 Cor. 13:13). 


One problem that Chritistianity 
has today is to be more authentic. 
When we are more authentic we are 
actually more like the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Love found its supreme 
expression in the self-sacrifice on 
Calvary (1 John 4:10).

There was a reaffirmation in the Romulus School District and at 
Romulus high recently that deserves some attention here. 

It is and was common knowledge that Ed Baum, the venerable 
athletic director at the high school, had resigned his respon- 
sibilities because of failing health.

“Once in a while an 
athlete comes along whose 
frankness and honesty is 
combined with natural 
athletic talent,” Boles 
continued "This is Brad 
Smith — he has been a 
pleasure to coach and a 
person we will miss.” 

Brad, raised in RomuliB, 


has left an indelible mark 
on the city , the surroundi ng 
area, the state, nation as 
well as overseas. He has 
competed on the mats in 
such unfamiliar places as 
Baku, in southern Soviet 
Russia, in Bulgaria and 
Japan and has been an 
outstanding ambassador of 
goodwill. 

During his collegiate 
career, Smith won 21 
consecutive matches until 
he reinjured his shoulder at 
Kent State which caused 
him to default in the Mid- 
American Conference 
championships and 
surrender the 142-pound 
crown, a title he had wonas 
a sophomore. 

Because of Smith’s 
noticeable absence from 
the University of Toledo 
lineup, Boles’ squad 
finished with a 6-3 record 
and in sixth place in the 
MAC. 

“The reason why we 
finished sixth was because 
we lost Brad Smith,” Boles 
said. 

But, Brad’s athletic 
ability isn’t the only reason 
why the city of Romulus is

(Editor's note: The 
following is an edited 
excert taken from the 
writings of William 
Whiteacre about the 
early days of 
Rom ulus To w ns hip. ) 

By WILLIAM 
WHITEACRE 
The township was 
organized in the year 1835. 
under the following act of 
the Territorial 
Legislature: 

“Be it enacted by the 
Legislative Council of the 
Territory of Michigan: 
That all that part of the 
township of Huron knowii 
and distinguished as town 
number 3 south of range 


number 9 east, be a 
towmship by the name of 
Romulus, and that the first 
township meeting be held 
at the dwelling-house of 
Joseph T. Pullen, in said 
township/' 

The above act was 
passed in the month of 
February in the year 1835, 
and the first annual 
meeting in pursuance 
thereof was held on the 6th 
of April of the same year 

Voted: That a bounty of 
$2 be paid on every wolf 
caught in the township of 
Romulus by actual settlers 

Voted: That the next 
annual tow r nship meeting 
be held at the dwelling- 
house of Joseph T Pullen 


The next meeting of the 
Board, as before stated, 
was in March. 1836, at 
which accounts to the 
amount of $12 were 
audited, making for the full 
year’s expenses of the 
township government 
$39 25, and this meager 
sum served to lubricate the 
wheels of government in 
the township for the first 
year of its existence as an 
independent township It 
would hardly suffice to 
keep the machinery 
moving at the present time 
The small amount paid to 
the supervisor will be 
understood when it is 
stated that the supervisor 
drew his pay for extending 
the roll, and meeting with 


the County Board of 
Supervisors, directly from 
the county. 

Following is the set- 
tlement with the super- 
visor, from which it ap- 
pears that the supervisor 
acted as treasurer. From 
this settlement it appears 
that he had received $34.34. 
and had paid out $27.25. 
leaving a balance in the 
treasury of $7.09, 1 also find 
the record of a special 
township meeting held cn 
the 12th day of September 
1839, for the purpose of 
electing delegates to the 
territorial convention held 
at Ann Arbor, September 
26th, 1876, for the purpose 
of forming a State Con- 


stitution, preparatory to 
the admission of the State 
into the Union. 

The records show that 
David J Pullen w*as 
elected to the office of 
supervisor for four suc- 
cessive terms. The old 
gentleman often relates his 
experience at his first 
meeting with the board in 
the autumn of 1&35. which 
shows that then as now . the 
board often took advantage 
of a new r member to ‘set 
him up’ He says that his 
wild lands, w'hich then 
comprised the greater part 
of the town, were assessed 
at $2.50 per acre. When the 
various rolls w'ere 
delivered to the committee 


on equalization he found 
that the other supervisors 
had assessed the same kind 
of lands at only $1.25 per 
acre. In view' of this fact he 
at once moved to have his 
assessment reduced to the 
same basis, which, in 
equity, should have been 
done. But this was 
strenuously opposed by 
several members of the 
board, who contended that 
as he had made his own 
assessment he should be 
willing to abide by it and 
so they paid nearly double 
the amount of state and 
county tax that in justice it 
should have paid. “But,” 
adds the old gentleman 
with a smile. “I fixed tliem 
the next year."

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Courthouse, fire station to debut 


Romulus Mayor William 
M. Oakley and city officials 
are looking toward a mid- 
July dedication of the new 
$1 million 34th District 
Court facility located next 
to the civic center and 
$500,000 Fire Department 
Headquarters located at 
Eureka Road, east of 
Middlebelt Road. 

The two new structures, 
now nearing completion 
(pictured in an artist’s 
conception above and on 
page 4) have been in the 
planning stages since the 
early 1970’s. 

Funded entirely by 
grants from the Economic 
Development Ad- 
ministration, the two latest 
additions to Romulus’ 
public buildings fill 
desperate building needs. 


The present 34th District 
Court is housed in an old 
one-room schoolhouse and 
attached mobile home 
Many of Romulus’ early 
residents remember at- 
teding school in the 
delapidated structure. 

The fire station, 
currently a cement block 
structure built in 1930, was 
designed to service a 
largely rural area. 

Within the last five 
years, 1,500 new homes, 300 
apartments, two 
elementary schools, a 
public park and 20 new 
commercial and industrial 
concerns have been 
erected in the same service 
area. 

The new courthouse, 
covering 14,000 square feet 
covers a jurisdctional area 


of Romulus, Belleville and 
Van Buren, Sumpter and 
Huron Townships, as well 
as the Metro Airport. 

Wayne Road has been 
widened to four lanes from 
Goddard Road to Bibbins 
Street in anticipation of 
increased traffic to the law 
facility, and plans are in 
the works for modern 
lighting systems for the 
area, as well. 

The new 7,700-square- 
foot fire department 
headquarters will feature a 
large reception area and 
dispatch office, in addition 
to a “day room” used for 
training sessions, a fully- 
equipped kitchen, library 
and study room, storage 
areas, locker and shower 
facilities, workshops,

emergency power 
generators and two 74-foot- 
long drive-through bay 
areas. 


The fire station will also 
include such modern 
equipment as hose dryers, 
oxygen filling systems as

30.000 square foot 
manufacturing area, 
housing some of the most 
sophisticated strain testing 
and micro gage 
manufacturing equipment 
in the world. 

Founded by area 
resident James E Starr in 
1962, the compnay is now a 
division of a widely- 
diversified parent com- 
pany called Vishay In- 
tertechnology, Inc., with 
divisions in Tel Aviv, 
Paris, Munich, Penn- 
sylvania and soon North 
Carolina. 

The Micro- 
Measurements Division is 
the world’s largest supplier 
of strain gages, controlling 
over 70 percent of the 
domestic market for the 
tiny instruments. 

M-M produces over 

40.000 different types of 
gages, making their 
product the most versatile 
and widblyused tool in the 
fieldof experimental stress 
analysis. 

Briefly, strain gages are 


small, thin precision 
sensors which are 
adhesively bonded to 
critical areas of structural 
parts to provide electrical 
readouts of stresses and 
strains 

Their application is 
virtually unlimited. They 
can be used on everything 
from human bones, Toledo 
scales, oil drilling rigs to 
huge 747 jet aircra ft . a nd a 
wide variety of industrial 
uses in betweea 

A typical strain gage is 
thinner than a postage 
stamp and some micro- 
mi nature types are no 
larger than the head of a 
pin. 

After being bonded in 
place, gages are connected 
by leadwires to readout 
instruments, but once 
removed, that can never be 
reused, thus assuring the 
company of a continuing 
demand for their product. 

Because of the extremely 
small tolerances required 
in the manufacture of the 
gages, the skilled assembly 
workers inhabit a carefully 
controlled temperature, 
humidity, pressurized and 
dust-free environment 

As a result, the workers, 
87 percent of whom are 


women, often experience 
fewer illnesses than their 
outside counter parts. 

According to Art 
Renaud, Personnel 
Manager of the firm, 
women are better able 
tempermentally and 
physically to work under 
the exacting and 
sometimes tedious con- 
ditions required. 

Many of the 240 em- 
ployees are Romulus 
housewives, who have 
completed an extensive 
two-year training program 
and remained with the 
company for several years 

Violet Pawlo6ki of 34800 
McBride in Romulus has 
been with Micro- 
Measurements since 1974, 
and particularly enjoys the 
innovative four-day work 
week started in 1971. 

She works a nine-hour 
day, but has a three-day 
weekend to look forward to. 

The only problem, she 
says, is that it gives her 
more time to spend her 
earnings. 

Prior to his tour of Micro 
Measurements, Mayor 
Hansen’s busy day will 
begin with breakfast at 
Romulus Rada da Inn at 8 
a.m.

Last year, Romulus City 
Council was exposed to 
what its proponents believe 
may well be the kind of 
mass transportation 
system that will link Metro 
Airport and Romulus to 
downtown Detroit. 

Architect’s sketch 
(above) portrays a unique 
mass transportation 
system called Insta-Glude. 
Electrically propelled cars 
would carry up to 38 
passengers on specially 
designed guide ways at up 
to 60 miles an hour on 
elevated twin tracks. 

Special 6-passenger cars 
would be used in heavily- 


populated urban areas with 
express rides available to 
specific destinations. The 
larger and smaller cars 
would be interchangeable. 

Insta-Glide features a 
safety system that makes 
rear end collisions im- 
possible, according to its 
inventors. An air cushion is 
utilized within the sealed 
tube that surrounds the 
drive mechanism that 
compresses when another 
train approaches from the 
rear, which prevents ac- 
tual contact from oecuring. 

The system also enables 
trains to run disconnected, 
which means that one or 


more cars can be dropped 
off at specific stops, 
allowing the train to 
continue on without 
stopping. 

The maximum 
theoretical one-way 
capacity of InstaGlude 
mass transportation is 
estimated at 17,000 persons 
per hour. 

The inventors. Linear Air 
Motors, Inc., Rochester, 
Mich., presented the 
proposal to Romulus 
council members last year 
as their concept of what the 
turn of the century may 
offer residents of 
Romulus.

The city Master Plan was prepared in detail 
by the Romulus City Plan Commission to show' 
prepared community development by the year 
1990 

This Master Plan is the summation of over two 
years of research, analysis and planning by the 
City Plan Commission, the City Council, the City 
Administration and its departments, and the 
Planning Consultant, Community Planning and 
Management. 

During this period, numerous reports and 
memorandums were prepared and studied 
These studies f ormed the basis for the planning 
recommendations which make up the Master 
Plan. 

The purpose of the Master Plan for future land 
uses is to guide the growth of the City of Romulus 
in a logical, orderly fashion so as to ensure a well 
balanced community from a physical, economic 
and social point of view. 

Restated, the Plan is fundamentally a policy 
statement intended for use as a guide in making 
decisions in both the public and private sector. 
Utilization of the Plan can reassure long term 
investments and minimize conflicts or economic 
losses 

By using the Master Plan as the general guide 
and ’he zon ng ordinance and subdivision 
regulu :is as enforcement tools, the City can 
establ the • ptimum land use patterns. Once 
this p; m is established, public and private

as w< il as international service and is one of the 
h ^orts within the United States In 

in maiorair transportation, the City is 
t ver lu by two major railroads and two in- 


terstate freeways. 

As a result, there are about 2,000 acres of land 
developed for industrial use Industrial giants 
such as Detroit Diesel, Kelsey-Hayes and Kerr 
Manufacturing absorb nearly 1,000 acres of land. 

In the past few years nearly one-half million 
square feet of new industrial building have been 
constructed There is presently under con- 
struction or programmed for construction an 
additional one million square feet. This growth 
will undoubtedly continue as a result of the ideal 
transportation facilities and the availability of 
public sewer and water and natural gas. 

The Master Plan for the City of Romulus 
recognizes the impact of the metropolitan air- 
port and the potential of industrial expansion. 
The Plan is long range in nature 
That is it views the development that can or 
should occur over the next two decades. 

The Plan is generalized in that it indicates only 
general locations for various land uses and is not 
directly related to property lines. It is com- 
prehensive in scope since it examines the 
relationships between major land use and 
transportation facilities 
Because the City is an integral part of the 
Detroit Metropolitan region, the Plan recognizes 
regional impacts and limitations particularly in 
terms of population and economic growth 
Even though a great amount of effort and time 
went into the development of the Master Plan, a 
thorough review of the Plan should be un- 
dertaken every five or ten years If major 
rezonings occur or trends and conditions change 
then the Master Plan should be amended to 
realistically reflect current development goals 
and policies. 

The residential acreage and density figures 
used in this PI an could provide housing areas for 
a population of over 70,000 persons This is at 


least twice the population anticipated over the 
next 20 to 25 years The present population (1975) 
is about 25,000 persons. The population projec- 
tion of 45,000 persons by 1990 represents a 
moderate growth rate of 80 percent over the next 
15 years. 

Approximately 25 percent of the City is shown 
for industrial land use on the Master Plan. This 
is in keeping with maximizing the location and 
transportation advantages of the City and also 
with the desire of the City to attract new in- 
dustry. The land use acreage proposals are 
projected as follows:

Detroit Diesel expands facilities 


Detroit Disel Allisons 
three large expansion 
programs on the division’s 
Romulus site are 


progressing simul- 
taneously, with the 
first, the new engineering 
center, scheduled for 


completion early next 
year, according to division 
officials 

Currently under con- 


struction on the 325-acre 
site, in addition to 
engineering center, are an 
expansion of the existing 
parts distribution center 
and new manufacturing 
space for the division’s 82- 
litre medium-Aity diesel 
engine. Both facilities will 
be completed in 1980. 

The new engine plant is 
expected to bring ap- 
proximately 1,000 new jobs 
to the area within the next 
few years, while the ex- 
pansion of the parts center 
should increase em- 
ployment by another 300 
persons. About 75 
engineers, technicians, and 
mechanics will work in the 
new engineering center, 
most of them relocated 
from the current Bedford 
facility. 

Following is the status of 
each program: 

Parts Distribution 
Center Expansion - The 
parking lot has been 
completed except for storm 
sewers. The structural 
steel is nearly complete 
and occupancy for the 
installation of material 
handling and parts sorting 
and storage equipment will 


begin this fall. The high- 
rise parts storage and 
retrieval system will be the 
largest such facility in the 
US. and will feature 
sophisticated com- 
puterized controls and the 
capacity to process and 
ship 450 tons of engine and 
transmission parts per 
day. 

Engineering Center - The 

240.000- square-toot com- 
plex, begun last summer, 
has seen erection of the 
strual steel and will be 
ready for installation of 
equipment in the 12 engine 
performance test cells by 
early summer The rest of 
the building will be com- 
pleted in November, with 
the complex fully 
operational by mid-l c J79. It 
has been designed w ith an 
attractive glass and 
paneled exterior and will 
retain the natural land- 
scaping wherever possible. 
Inside the Building will 
feature bold graphics and 
will be partially heated 
with w f aste heat from 
engines in the performance 
test cells 

8.2-litre Engine 
Manufacturing Facility - A 

400.000- square-foot ex- 


pansion of the present 
parts manufacturing 
facility, completed in 1976, 
the addition will provide 
the floor space necessary 
to produce the new engine 
line for medium-duty 
trucks and buses. The site 
and foundation work are 
being completed while 
nearly 20 percent of the 
steel work has been 
erected The building will 
be completed by next 
February and the in- 
stallation of tooling will 
begin this fall as floor 
space becomes available 
Production of the engines is 
scheduled to begin in 1980.

lit*? 
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Local house to be historical site 


By CARL MORRIS 

According to family 
history, in 1845 Robert 
Anson Morris came to 
Detroit, from Ballston Spa, 
N. Y. where he was born in 
1811. He was accompanied 
by his wife, the former 
Jane Phillips, and small 
chilcten, a son, Hiram G. 
and a daughter, Mary 
Jane, who was to later 
marry Peter C. Bird of 
Romulus. 

H. W. Merrill persuaded 
Robert Anson Morris to 
move to this area in 1847 
because of the good far- 
mland in Romulus 
Township. Robert Anson 
Morris, who is known to 
have acquired more than 
1.600 acres here before his 
death, April 26, 1866 at age 
55 years, lived as a neigh- 
bor to the Merrill family, 
whose home is now known 
as the Merrill-Mason- 
Grow -Morris-Morris- 
Morris residence. Merrill 
died in 1881. 

In the “Illustrated 
Historical Atlas of the 
County of Wayne, 
Michigan”, printed in 1877 
by H. Belden k Company, 
Lakeside Building, 
Chicago, 111., on page 37 is a 
drawing of the original 
farm home. According to 
Ray V. Morris, grandson of 
Robert Anson Morris and 
later owner, the Merrill 
residence was built in 1836. 


This was just nine years 
after Romulus was first 
settled in 1827, and one 
year before Michigan 
became a state in 1837. 

Ray V. Morris’ mother, 
Annie M Morris, wife of 
Hiram G. Morris, pur- 
chased 40 acres of land, 
including the house and 
summer kitchen and out 
buildings of the original 
Merrill residence, from 
Elizabeth Grow', widow of 
Porter Grow, on Oct. 8, 
1912. The bam to the south 
of the house had birned 
previously of causes 
unknown. The Grows had 
purchased the house and 
property from the Mason 
family. 

Annie M. Morris im- 
mediately sold the house 
and 40 acres to their eldest 
son, Ray V. Morris. Before 
taking a bride. Ray V. 
Morris had the summer 
kitchen removed and two 
porches added to the home 
in 1913. A large red (wood) 
barn was built on a knoll 
northwest of the house in 
1912 by Morris who hired 
Charles Bateham of 
Belleville as contractor. 

Of Dutch architecture, 
the bam stood 40 feet high 
but had no cross beams 
whatsoever to support the 
high hipped roof. Inside it 
was completely hollow 
which afforded plenty of 


room for hay and grain 
storage. Cattle and mules 
were hoieed in the poured 
concrete basement. Ray V. 
Morris insisted that tw'o 
nails be driven when only 
one was needed, which no 
doubt attributed to the fact 
that the building stood 
steadfast and sound 
through the winds and 
storms of 57 years. In 1969 
the barn was destroyed by 
fire accidentally set by 
neighborhood children. 
Oldtimers still recall how- 
neighbors and friends from 
miles around came to 
celebrate its completion 
with a big bam dance and 
plenty of good food. The 
Morris family orchestra 
group and others furnished 
music for dancing. Father 
Hiram often played the 
“bones” which substituted 
for drums. Grandchildren 
later held 4-H square 
dances in the bam and the 
eldest granddaughter had a 
high school graduation 
bam dance there. 

Flora L. Morris main- 
tained and preserved the 
residence with love and 
care for some 28 years 
following the untimely 
death of her husband, Ray 
V. Morris in 1942. Her large 
well-kept lawn had come 
only as a result of much toil 
and determination. When 
she first arrived to begin

housekeeping, the yard 
was filled with an old or- 
chard of f ruit trees, and the 
ground was filled with 
chunks and pieces of 
granite and stone em- 
bedded in the soil — left by 
a stone cutter who had cut 
gravestones there in 
earlier years. All had to be 
dug out and removed piece 
by piece after the day’s 
work was done with the 
help of a hired hand. 

(According to a Platt 


record in the Wayne 
Historical Museum 
dated 1860, a business 
was designated B.SS 
and a building indicated 
on the property.) 

Upon the passing of 
Flora L. Morris on 
Nov. 16, 1970 the home and 
two acres (more or less) 
passed to their eldest 
daughter and nrpcpnt 
owner. Miss Pearl M. 

Morris of 13880 Huron 
River Dr.. Romulus 


Well-preserved and in 
excellent condition, the 
house structure was 
originally of clapboard 
construction, but now is 
covered with aluminum 
siding. It has a wood frame 
with interlocking joints, 
and is supported by huge 
walnut beams which were 
hewm with an adz It is on 
the original site and is 
surrounded by a four -car 
garage, pr ivy, storage shed 
and some apple orchards.
